Shepherdsville, Ky., Dec. 21— Six- 
ty-seven known dead and forty to fif- 
ty persons injured, some of them se- 
riously, was the toll taken when Lou- 
isville & Nashville passenger train 
No. 7, Cincinnati to New Orleans, 
early last night crashed into the rear 
of a Bardstown, Louisville and 
Springfield accommodation train 500 
yards south of the station here. 

The accommodation train had just 
left the station after making a stop, 
when the faster train, which makes 
no stop here, came in sight moving at 
a high rate of speed. Efforts to bring 
it to a halt was futile and the heavy lo- 
comotive with the weight of a heavy 
steel train behind it crashed into the 
rear of the accommodation with a ter- 
rific impact The two wooden pas- 
senger coaches and baggage car mak- 

ered. 

A relief train was made up at Lou- 
isville and rushed here with physi- 
sicians and nurses. By the time it 
arrived most of the injured and the 
bodies of the dead had been removed 
from the wreckage by volunteers. 
Within <: short time this work was 
completed and the train wae started 
back to Louisville with a clear right 
of way, taking the injured to hospit- 
als there. 

Virtually every person aboard the 
accommodation train, both crew and 
passengers, was either killed or badly 
injured. None of the passengers 
aboard the fast train were killed, 
though a number were injured. The 
locomotive was demolished and the 
heavy steel coaches making up the 
train were thrown from the track. 

Louisville & Nashville passenger 
train No. 7, left Cincinnati at 11:15 
o'clock a. m. The train as made up 
in Cincinnati consisted of a mail, bag- 
gage and express cars, three coaches 
and a sleeper and parlor cars.

Washington. Dec. 21.— The con 
gresssional inquiry into army war pre 
parations broadened with the senate 
military committee's decision to hear 
private manufacturers of onintnee 
and ammunition and to delve into tht 
clothing, cantonment bnildin^s, food 
and transportation situation Friday by 
examining Major-General. 

From Representative McCormick of 
Illinois, who recently visited the Eu 
ropean battle front, the committee 
heard statements in executive session 
tending to contradict testimony of 
Major-General Crozier, chief of ord 
nance, regarding adequacy of Gene- 
ral Pershing's equipment, especially 
heavy artillery. Mr. McCormick said 
neither the British nor the French had 
enough artillery and that they were 
supplying Pershing only because the 
Americans were still worse off.

Great Britain's Demands Are 
Officially Made Known 
Before Germany Asks 
For Them. 



REVOLUTION SPREADS. 



Two Enemy Submarines Are 
Sunk By French Tor- 
pedo Boats. 

In the midst of the peace pourparl- 
ers that are in progress between the 
representatives of the Teutonic allies 
and the bolsheviki government in 

Russia, the war aims of Great Britain 
—and doubtless of all her allies-have 
been concretely set forth in the house 
of commons by David Lloyd-George, 
the British prime minister. The com- 
plete restoration of territory now in 
the hands of the enemy and compen- 
sation for the havoc they have 
wrought is the price that will be de- 
manded for the laying down of arms 
and the bringing about of peace. 

Great Britain did not seek territo- 
rial aggrandizement for herself or for 
any of her allies when she entered 
the war, Mr. Lloyd-George said, but 
entered into the hostilities merely for 
the sake of our honor. As to Ger- 
many's colonies, all of which are in 
the hands of the entente, Mr. Lloyd. 
George said.their disposition must' be 
determined at the peace congress. 
Jerusalem, however, the premier de- 
clared, would never be restored lo 
the Turks. 

The statement of the prime mists* 
ter came almost simultaneously wtth 
the report that the Teutonic allies in- 
tended to make peace proposals to 
the entente and that Russia had been 
requested to take similar steps, and 
was endeavoring to sound her for- 
mer allies In arms as to their require- 
ments for a cessation of hostilities. 
Meanwhile the civil warfare in Rus- 
sia apparently is increasuig in inten- 
sity. Cossacks under General Putoff 
are reported to have captured Tcheli- 
binsk, the junction point on the trans- 
Siberian railway, 125 miles west of 
the Siberian frontier, through which 
supplies from the east from European 
Russia must pass and righting con- 
tinues in Odessa, in the Ukrane and 
around Astrakhan, but with the re- 
sult uncertain owing to conflicting re- 
ports.

Art Collector Comet Home 
To Recuperate After 
Oriental Experience 

(New York Sun.). 
Adolphe Oror.jean, a Frenchman, 
who has been 22 years in China, col- 

I -cUofi Oriental art goods for a Fifth 
avtnue shop, returned to New York 
and announced that he would stay 
here awhile and recuperate, tie had 
witnessed, he said, the beheading of 
25 Chines in the Ureets of a little 
town in the province of Shansi ar,d 
the sight determined him to leave the 
country and come to America. He 
said he was "caught in the vortex of 
a revolution, the cause of which he 
did not know. 

"I had gone to this little town," he 
said, "to buy several old ceramics 
that had recently been excavated. A 
day or so after I arrived I noticed the 
streets were deserted and stores and 
dwellings barred. Something was 
expected to happen, but I could n I 
learn what it was. Suddenly I heard 
noises down ■ street, and approach- 
ing I saw ten soldiers (guarding sixty 
prison >rs walking with their hanr's 
bouud behind them. At evrry 25 
paces the procession would stop and 
one of the prisoners was made to 
kne.-l. Then a soldier would swinga 
sword upon him and cut off his head. 
Sometimes ihey would hate to hack 
two or three times to perform the de- 
captation. The body toppled over, 
the procession move forward another 
25 paees and the performance was re- 
peated. 

"There was no confusion or excite- 
ment. The prisoners, bandits or rev- 
olutionists, I do not know which, took 
the whole thing as a matter of course. 
I derided :o hVe, leaving my purchas- 
es and baggage behind."

The Interned Germans. 

Some purchasers of Liberty Loan 
bonds, who have read exaggerated 
reports of the treatment accorded by 
United States authorities to the Oer- 
man civilians interned in this country, 
have written to the Treasury Depart- 
ment protesting against the use of 
any of the money raised by the Lib- 
erty Loans in "pampering" these 
enemies. 

These interned Oerman civilians 



crews of the Oerman merchant ves- 
sels seized by the United States, and 
other Oerman civilians. Their depor- 
tation, which ordinarily would take 
place, is impracticable, in view of the 
international situation. 

These aliens receive no compensa- 
tion from the government except such 
aa is allowed them for work actually 
performed, and the Iwages paid them 
are not exorbitant at all. In fact, if, 
from their labor and other sources 
they receive more than a moderate 
amount of money a month, all in ex- 
cess of a reasonable amount for their 
care and comfort is withheld from 
them and placed to their credit in the 
postal savings banks or some other 
safe disposal of it. 

The Department of Labor also offi- 
cially states that these aliens are not 
allowed an excessive amount of 
food, but three meals a day of plain 
but thoroughly palatable, substantial 
food are given each. There is no 
waste in these detention camps and 
the same measures of economy and 
conservation are being practiced 
which are being urged upon every 
American household.

ELECTRIC FAN FOR DRYING. 

From a warm weather instrument 
primarily the electric fan appears t< 
be applicable to the problem of the' 
hour — the conservation of our food.
